This has been their Glorious Defign; 
But as the Villainous Intentions of the

Did any one eſteem Lu- 
cis Cæ ſar (that brave Patriot) the Cru- 
eller, when, but t'other day, He judged 
(that moſt accompliſhed Lady) his S;/ter's 
Husband, to be put to death, He himſelf 
being preſent and hearing it; when He 


told how his Grandfather was killed by 


the Order of the Conſul, and his Son, yet 
a Htripling, being ſent as an Ambaſſador 
from his Father, was put to Death in 
Priſon: and was there any thing then, 
like what has now been done? Had They 
entred into any Deſign of Extirpating 


the Commonwealth? There was indeed a 


great deal of Corruption in the Repub- 
lick, and a kind of Party Fury. In thoſe 
days, a very Great Man, The Grandfa- 
ther of this ſame Lentulus, Armed him- 


| ſelf and attacked Gracchus: He was dan- 
| gerouſly wounded in the Scuffle; and all, 


that the Dignity of the Republick might 
not ſuffer the leaſt Diminution: But 


This Man, that He might Root up the 


Republick from the very Foundations, has 
invited over the French, ſtirr'd up a Mob 
of Haves, ſent for Cataline, and Markt 
out your Lordſhips, to be murdered b
